Rest Rooms and Hospitals. 


~ 


Of rest rooms and emergency hospitals Miss 
Beeks says: 
Women who have been overcome are fre- 
quently able to return to work after relaxing 
and resting for an hour or receiving treat- 
ment in the emergency hospital. When there 
is no rest room women will be found lying 
upen the floor in the collet room, or, when 
quite ill, stretched across two chairs. Where 
emergency hor@itals have been installed it 
has been found that instead of being patron- 
ized noW and then, as had been anticipated, 
the employees have used them continually. 
For instance, before the installation of the 
hospital, when a man injured his hand he 
would be satisfied with putting a piece of 
waste upon it. Blood poison followed and he 
was laid up for a few days. With the advent 
of the hospital every injury receives immedi- 
ate attention and the men are not obMged to 
‘lay off’ for slight accidents. The emer- 
gency hospital has saved a large percentage 
of previously lost time. In addition, many 
employers have emergency boxes distributed 
throughout the work places and have classes 
for ‘‘first aid to the injured.’’ 

The trained nurse not only aids In the hos- 
pitals, but visits the families, whére her in- 
fluence improves the sanitary conditions of 
the homes and prevents the spread of cone 


tazgious diseases. 


Wide Spreading Work. 


The welfare work, which begins in 
the stores, shops, business building or 
factories, works out into the homes of 
employees, and through systematized ef- 
forts in thig direction play grounds, 
parks and places of normal recreation 
are obtained, and not only the employ- 
ees of one institution are beneficiaries, 
but entire municipalities acknowledge 
that their broadest reforms have, as 
injative inspiration, the welfare of the 
workers.

ANOTHER INSTITUTION TO BE ADDED 


TO FEDERATION’S MODEL SGHOOLS 


County Superintendent’M. L. Brittain 
has offered to the Atlanta Woman's 
Olub the opportunity to introduce in- 
dustria} training and other school im- 
provement work into the Marion Smith 
school, at Eagan Park, near Hapeville. 
Thfs innovation will be under the di- 
rection and supervision of the Woman's 
Club and it will thus become another 
federation model school. 

Six yearg ago the Georgia federation 
committed itself to the idea that~ in- 
dustrial training could and should be 
gradted upon our public school sys- 
tem, as now existent in the rural dis- 
tricts. Their argument to this effect is 
backed by the demonstration of three 
country schools, which, under their aus- 
pices, have for years successfully com- 
bined the usua] academic training with 
instruction by an expert in cooking, 
sewing. gardening, carpentering and 
other handcraéts. 

This is the plan which {ts proposed for 
the schoo] near Hepeville. 


Description of the New School. 


The Marion Smith school was formed 
only recently by the consolidation of 
three mill schools in that neigtobr- 
hood, the school being named for the 
daughter of the gentleman who gave 
the land upon which it stands. 

The building is new and comfortable, 
the academic work is done in two of 
its rooms, which leaves a third for the 
industrial teaching. The school, as a 
part of the county system, is the union 
of three mill schools, maintained by 
three mill corporations for their people. 
The present school, which is able to 
offer much better advantages than the 
three smaller, more isolated ones, has 
been ‘built by the county and the three 
cotton mills, through their presidents, 
Mr. B. L. Willingham, of the Willing- 
ham mills; Mr. Samuel A. Carter, of 
the Gate City mills, and Mr. L. I. 
Stone, of the Elizabeth mills. The 
school has two excellent academic 
teachers, Mrs. L. H. Richardson and/|} 
Miss Wallace. When to the work of these | 
is added that of a competent indus- 
trial teacher, the advantages offered to 
the children of? these three mill com- 
largely through the thougutful- 
ness of these three mill presidents, will 
be the very best.

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LISH CRIMINAL JUSTICE 
NOT SO GOOD AS AMERICAN

London, February 29.—If there is one 
thing more than another on which the 
average Englishman prides himself 
his mé@thods of administering jus- 
| tice. His eourts, in his eyes, are more 
dignified, fairer and more expeditiously 
‘ onducted than any others in the world, 
is fond of pointing the finger 
of scorn at America, where the judges 
are elected and juries sometimes ac- 
‘quit men who have committed crimes 
which are justified by public opinion. 
With a view to finding out whether 
this boast is founded on fact not, I 
b peisentt ty attended a great criminal! trial 
lat. the Old Bailey. which is London's 
chief criminal court, I was careful 

select an important case in which 
‘leading counsel were engaged on both 
‘sides, so that I could fairly compare 
Engiish judicial and iegal methods with 
, those vogue in the courts of New 
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‘ad: York, Boston and Chicago, at which | 


‘have attended many triais, both great 
and small. The prisoner was accused 
of murder, and was prosecuted by Sir 
| Charles Mathews, the leader of the 
feriminal bar, who was knighted by 
lthe king last year at the opening of 
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new temple of justice 
in which London's criminals are tried. 
'Opposed to him was Marshall Hall, K. 
'C., who is second only to Sir Charles 
jin fame as a advocate. 
. Tne conditions, therefore were ideal 
for observing English criminal law at 
its best. and I can say ‘without hesita- 
tion that, if’a red-robed judge in a 
full-buttoned wig, lawyers in wigs and 
gowns and a row of sleepy old gentle- 
men in purple and ermine nodding on 
the bench beside the judge constitute 
dignity, then there is dignity enough 
and to spare at the Old Balley. If a 
judge who acts as a prosecutor is fair, 
then there is fairness in plenty. Expe- 
ditien there certainly is, but the im- 
pression | came away with was that, 
if 1 ever had to be tried for my life, 
I should prefer to undergo the ordeal 
ibefore an Amepican. judge and jury 
i than hefore an English one. 

A few preliminary words about the 
sclection of judges may 
In America, of course, we elect our 
judges, and, while we occagionally get 
men whose political activity is al] that 
there is to recommend them, we are 
remarkably successful in getting sound 
lawyers and men who are filled with a 
real desire to do justice. In England 
the judges are appointed, nominally by 
the king, and, being appointed for 
life, they are quite independent of pub- 
lic opinion, and free to indulge all 
their whims and foibles on the bench. 
Although they are supposed to be gse- 
lected for their learning in the law and 
other judicial qualities, it is surpris- 
ing how often one hears that “Mr. 
Justice So-and-So” sat in parliament 
pee such and such a constituency be- 
fore his elevation to the bench, and 
was a very useful man to .-his party. 
The judge who tried the case which 

I am about to describe was Justice 
Grantham. Persistent itnquiries about 
his qualifications for his high office 
elicited from all to whom thev were 
addressed the same reply—that he was 
a conservative M. P., and wag appoint- 
ed by a conservative prime minister 
for his party services.

It wags when the trial began that the 
difference between English and Amer- 
ican criminal administration was most 
apparent. English law is supposed to 
be practically the same as that of most 
of the American states. In fact, the 
American law is based on the law of 
England, and one of the first princtl- 
ples that a law student is taught in 
both countries is that an examining 
counsel must not lead his witness, that 
is. he must not frame his questions so 
as to suggest the answer. This princi- 
ple is ignored at the Old Bailey. The 
prosecuting counsel was allowed to re- 
cite the alleged circumstances of the 
crime in framing his questions. and 
only a feeble protest was made by the 
prisoner's lawyer, which was instant- 
ly overruled by the judge. On one oe. 
casion when a particularly flagrant in- 
stance of unfairness to the prisoner 
eslled, forth a stronger protest. the 
judge bec. very angry. “That is 
quite enough, Mr.~*ta".” he sa} 
do not want to hear anemore 
you.

In America the judge when he enters 
the court knows no more about the 
case than the jurymen who are to hear 
the evidence for the first time, and his 
oniy duty fs to hold the scales of jus- 
tice fairly between the priscner and 
the state. In England the judge has 
to read all the evidence given in the 
police court when the man was first 
charged, and it is the custom in Eng- 
land to thresh such matters out in the 
police court far more fully than in 
America. The judge, therefore, cannot 
help ent?ring on the case with a cer- 
tatn prejudice, and the attitude of the 
judge shows that it is generally 
against the prisoner. 

The very arrangement of the court 
seems to isolate the prisoner and make 
matters harder for him -than in the 
American courts. 
a table beside his counsel and in close 
touch with him throughout the trial, 
he is placed in a pen-like enclosure— 
called the dock—at the back of the 
court. He cannot communicate direct- 
ly with the man who is actually de- 
feuding him at all, but must do so 
through his solicitor, who belongs’ to 
an inferior class of lawyers. In facet, 
the barrister who alone ts allowed to 
plead in the higher courts usually never 
has s2en his client until he sees him 
fn the dock for trial. All the prelim- 
inary work has been done by the so- 
licitor, and all the barrister knows 
about the case he has learned at 
second-hand.

It has even been suggested that unless the law is amended so as to put 
the individual depositor on the same footing with the state, or, vice versa, 
the result may be hesitation on the part of banking institutions to act as 
State depositories, for fear it might, in some cases, restrain individuals from 
making deposits with them. 

Discussing the recent decision based upon the law which so favors the 
state as against individuals, The Savannah News says: 


It does seem unfair, however, that the state should have a prior lien on the 
assets of a bank in which it has deposits. That privilege gives it an unfair 
advantage. Its representative, the state bank examiner, is supposed to know the 
financial condition of each of the banks and, therefore, is in a position to give 
the state timely warning when he finds a state depository that is weak. The fact 
that the state has this advantage ought to be sufficient. It hardly seems to be 
right that depositors that have no such means of knowing the bank's condition 
should be required to stand aside until the debt due the state has been satisfied. 

Of the unfairness of such a law to the individual depositor, there can 
hardly be any question.

The quarrel between Garrett 
Brazile arose over a ranch that had 
been leased by Brazle, and on which 
he had pastured a herd of goats.
